Secretary Garfield Speaks of 
the. Arizonans. 


Visit to Valley Recognized as 
of Importance. 


Great Morphine Dose Kills 
Man in Phoeniz. 
([SPECLAL OF TIM 64.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Aug. 9.—The visit 
of Secretary Garfield and party to this 
valley is recognized as one of notable 
importance in a business way, in that 
undoubtedly no official of high rank 
ever visited these parts and accom- 
plished as much in the way of official 
sight seeing, In the same length of 
time. In the first place there is per- 
haps no administrative department of 
the government as close to the people 
as that of the Secretary vf the Interto. 
anid there are few places where s0 
many important bureaus of the de- 
partment have local fields of activity 
in the same limited area. The reclama- 
tion service comes first by reason of 
the Salt Kiver project, the first and 
largest of the storage constructions. 
Nearly two days were spent at Roose- 
velt and Granite R: ef where dam con- 
structions are under way and only « 
part of one day was spent in Phoenix. 
In that half day the local offices were 
ingpected and ‘addresses were delivereJ 
by Secretary Garfield and F. H. Newell 
to the Water Users’ Association. In 
the same day time was found for «a 


closer inspection of the United States, 


Indian School and inquiries into its 
several branches of work and a care- 
ful inepection of the local land office 

In the evening a pleasing reception 
was heid at the capitol building ta 
hertor of the visitor, at which 
were addresses by both, Mr. Garfield 
and Mr. Newell. The remarks of the 
former were particularly interesting, 
referring not only to the branches of 
the work mentioned above, but dealing 
alse with the administrative policies of 
the department in all its branches, par- 
ticularly in respect of the Indians. The 
Secretary noted the unusually falr and 
equitable way in which the people of 
Arizona interested in government stor- 
age are treating the Indian, giving 
him his just portion of the irrigation 
water. Not only that, but he compil- 
mented the people highly upon their 
disposition to te with the 
government in the development of 
these great siorage enterprises. There 
has been less friction here than any- 
where else, a condition he trusted 
would continue. He suggested tho 
duty of this people in pointing out 
these facts t» other communities where 
projects are not yet so far advanced, 
as indicative of the bettér resulfs that 
are bound to follow a hearty codpera- 
tion with the government which its 
striving to do its best in the extension 
of the reclamation work.

SEEK NEWS OF COMET. 

Information is anxiously awaited lo- 
cally from the astronomers concerning 
the new comet which has appeared in 
the east. It was first noticed by a 
member of the Republican staff last 
Sunday night.
